Equine Virus Abortion Research, Inc. 


Organization Is Formed to Provide Farm and Horses 


The elusive and expensive problem of 
equine virus abortion was a step nearer 
solution this week, it was hoped. with the 
formation at Lexington of Equine Virus 
Abortion Research, Inc. This non-profit 
group, organized on March 17, will furnish, 
maintain, and loan to the University of 
Kentucky a farm on which to segregate 
animals and further the research on virus 
abortion in all breeds of horses. Articles 
of incorporation are being drawn up. 


The expense of maintaining an adequate 
number of horses under suitable condi- 
tions has been an obstacle in the research 
program, which requires live horses in its 
work because no other host for the abor- 
tion virus has been discovered. Equine 
Virus Abortion Research, Inc.. will provide 
a farm where from 20 to 25 broodmares 
can be kept, and will pay the expense of 
feeding and caring for the horses. 

Last week the Thoroughbred Club of 
America appropriated $2,000 for the ini- 
tial support of such a project and author- 
ized Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, Lexington 
veterinarian, to make plans for acquiring 
a farm and obtaining the necessary mares 
and stallion seasons. At a meeting at Lex- 
ington on March 17, Equine Virus Abor- 
tion Research, Inc., was organized at Dr. 
Hagyard’s suggestion, and he was elected 
president. Other officers are Lawrence 
Brown, Walnut Hall Farm  (Standard- 
breds), vice president, and L. P. Doherty, 
Elmendorf Farm. secretary-treasurer. Di- 
rectors are Clarkson Beard, Greentree 
Farm; Charles A. Kenney. Springside 
Farm; A. B. Hancock Jr.. Claiborne Farm; 
and Gayle Mohney, Lexington attorney. 
Offices are at Dr. Hagyard’s headquarters 
at 145 East Short Street, Lexington. 

It is estimated that about $20,000 will be 
required to support the project for the 
first year, though the program probably 
will be continued for more than a year. 
Contributions are being sought from 
breeders on the basis of $10 per mare. 
Persons who are interested in breeding. 
racing, or showing horses. but who are 
not breeders, also may contribute. Horse- 
men’s organizations are invited to share 


in the expense of the research. Feed com- 
panies, saddleries, insurance agencies and 
other businesses associated with 
are asked to contribute. 

Because it is imperative that the project 
get up full steam as quickly as possible, 
persons wanting to contribute are asked 
to send checks to Mr. Doherty at once, and 
not wait for a personal appeal by letter or 
telephone. 

Dr. Hagyard announced that Riverside 
Farm. several miles east of Lexington, on 
the Richmond Road, has been obtained 
for the research program. Owned by the 
family of the late Miss Mary DeWitt 
Snyder, it is well equipped for horses and 
hes the advantage of being isolated from 
other breeding farms. 

Maiden mares are solicited as gifts or 
loans by Equine Virus Abortion Research, 
Inc. Maidens are desired because it is 
prebable that they have not had an oppor- 
tunity to acquire immunity from the abor- 
tion virus, hence will be more useful in 
the research. They are to be bred before 
delivery to the research farm, and will re- 
ceive no treatment prior to their arrival at 
the farm. Foals born to the mares will be 
the property of the mare owner or donor. 


horses 
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Sufficient stallion seasons already have 
been contributed to take care of the num- 
ber of mares needed. Mares donated need 
not be Thoroughbreds. 


The research program at the farm will 
be under Drs. F. E. Hull and E. R. Doll, 
of the University of Kentucky Department 
of Animal Pathology. They have been 
working on virus abortion for several years 
and have made progress; a vaccine which 
has been used with some success has been 
developed at the University. But their 
efforts have been limited mainly to labor- 
atory investigation, and they need a farm 
and some broodmares to expand the work. 
Purpose of the work at Riverside Farm 
will be to conduct experimental projects 
and develop practices that can be used on 
breeding farms. For example, it needs to 
be learned how early in pregnancy a mare 
can be exposed to the abortion virus and 
resist the infection. Perhaps mares can 
be inoculated early in pregnancy and ob- 
tain immunity. Without an experimental 
farm, these and other possible solutions 
to the virus abortion problem cannot be in- 
vestigated properly. 

“Virus abortion has long been the most 
serious disease problem confronting the 
breeders and veterinarians,” Dr. Hagyard 
commented this week. “Apparently re- 
search has gone as far as it could without 
having a suitable farm and a sufficient 
number of mares with which to work. I am 
delighted with the interest shown and the 
support already given the proposed pro- 
ject. We are off to a good start.” 

Officers of Equine Virus Abortion Re- 
search emphasize that its program will not 
conflict with activities financed by the 
Grayson Foundation or the Keeneland 
Foundation at the University of Kentucky. 
Rather, it will lengthen the range of the 
basic research in virus abortion which has 
been done under Grayson auspices, and 
will enable the investigators to extend their 
laboratory efforts to an actual breeding 
farm. All breeds of horses will benefit from 
the research. Standardbred and Saddle 
Horse breeders and owners are asked to 
support the project.

At Charlie Kenney’s Springside Farm 
not long ago, where I had gone to look at 
*Noor and Johns Joy, I saw some especial- 
ly good alfalfa hay. It had a bright green 
color and a sweet odor, like good mixed 
hay and quite unlike the bitter or acrid 
smell I usually associate with alfalfa. It 
developed that Mr. Kenney had bought it 
for *Noor, which was accustomed to eating 
good alfalfa hay in California. But the 
shipment that had come with him had been 
eaten, and the bale I saw at Springside 
was from Mr. and Mrs. Parker Poe’s 
Shawnee Farm, near Harrodsburg, Ky. 


“T talked Dr. Hill into letting me have 
a couple of tons of it,” Charlie Kenney 
explained. “He usually doesn’t sell it, 
but I have a sort of connection with him 
that gave me the inside track.” The Ken- 
ney connection, it seems, lies in that Shaw- 
nee Farm is to become a more important 
consignor to the Keeneland Summer Sales, 
and the former Coldstream Stud manager 
has been engaged as a “technical ad- 
visor,” to borrow a Hollywood term. It 
sounded like an arrangement that should 
be investigated further, and it was. 


Dr. J. R. Hill, the resident manager at 
Shawnee Farn, is a veterinarian with about 
40 years of experience with livestock and 
more than 25 years close work with pure- 
bred Jerseys. He has been at Mr. and Mrs. 
Poe’s farm for the last six years. and prior 
to that was well known around Lexington 
as the owner of Forward Farm, special- 
izing in Jerseys. When he dispersed his 
Forward herd, the Poes engaged him to 
come to Shawnee Farm to take charge of 
their herd, known as the Pebble Hill Jer- 
seys. which they brought up from Georgia 
to the Bluegrass. 


In order to prevent people and horses 
and cows from getting too mixed up in 
this account, perhaps they should be dealt 
with separately. It is assumed that every- 
one connected with the horse business 
knows, or certainly has heard of, Charles 
Alexander Kenney, who as the operator 
of Springside Farm knows how to grow 
grass but never lets it spring up under 
his feet. Dr. Hill was introduced above. 
Mr. and Mrs. Poe live on their farm in 
Kentucky about four months of the year. 
and reside in Georgia, at Pebble Hill 
Plantation, near Thomasville, during the 
winter months. Mrs. Poe is a hunter fan- 
cier, a polo enthusiast, has a fine pack of

foxhounds. knows her way about in the 
Jersey business, and has a general weak- 
ness for horses. 

She has owned Shawnee Farm for about 
ten years. It is located 26 miles from 
Lexington and five miles from Harrods- 
burg. in Mercer County, which according 
to the soil maps has some of the richest 
land in Central Kentucky. The land is 
hillier in places than in Fayette County, 
where most of the horse breeding farms 
are located, but it is very pleasant country. 
Mercer County is better known among 
Saddle Horse breeders than among race 
horse people. but there is ample precedent 
for good runners to come from its lime- 
stone soil: part of Shawnee Farm’s 700 
acres include the old Leonatus Stud. where 
Jack Chinn, father of Col. Phil T. Chinn, 
trained Leonatus, which won the Kentucky 
Derby of 1883 for the partnership of Chinn 
and Morgan. The contour of the old train- 
ing track can still be seen. 


Before leaving the Jerseys. it can be 
said that the Pebble Hill herd is one of 
the outstanding groups of its kind in 
America. Pebble Hill bulls have brought 
as much es $27.500 at a private sale. a 
recerd for an American Jersey bull. The 
herd hes developed 


seven champion- 


ship females. on the basis of their butter- 


Dr. Hill and some alfalfa. 


fat and milk production. Charlie Kenney 
drooled when Dr. Hill remarked that it 
is not unusual to sell calves before they 
are born, to be delivered six months after 
birth. The horse business was never that 
good. 

Shawnee Farm has been selling a few 
yearlings at the Lexington sales from time 
to time. They win, but their performance 
has not matched the championship record 
of the Jersey herd. So Mrs. Poe decided 
to get some better broodmares and breed 
them to the best stallions available. Shares 
were bought in the *Heliopolis, Challedon, 
*Nizami. *Alibhai. Requested, and Roman 
syndicates. 

Discussing plans with the Poes for the 
expanded horse program, Dr. Hill suggest- 
ed that since he was an old cow hand, not 
too well acquainted with arranging 
matings for Thoroughbreds or advertising 
and promoting yearlings, it might be a 
good idea to employ someone to advise 
on those matters. Mr. and Mrs. Poe ap- 
proved the plan. and Brother Kenney, who 
has just ended a successful association 
with Coldstream Stud doing these very 
things. was engaged. 

Getting back to that good alfalfa hay, 
part of it is produced at Shawnee Farm 
and part of it at the Poe’s Fox Bend 
Farm. a 1.700-acre farm in Jessamine 
County. a dozen or so miles from Shawnee. 
It is cut on the morning of one day, Dr. 
Hill explained. and is baled and run 
through a drier the next morning. A 
drying room has been built at Fox Bend. 
It has a capacity of a thousand bales or 
more. It is constructed with heavy walls 
and doors. like an ice house. Hot air is 
forced by Pierson-Moore blowers through 
slotted floor plates. Two blowing units 
can be used at a time, one at each end of 
the building, and if desirable the blast 
from both units can be directed into one- 
half of the building, for quicker results 
on a smaller quantity of hay. 

The drier gives Dr. Hill a control that 
is lacking when a hay-maker is forced to 
depend upon the weather. Mixed clover 
and timothy hay grown on the place is 
cured the same way. First-cutting alfalfa 
is put into a silo and is used for feeding 
Angus and Shorthorn cattle. About 80 
acres of tobacco are grown on the two 
farms. and about 50 acres of corn. Nearly 
all the hay and corn are fed to the animals 
on the two farms. and the horses are 
bedded with straw from wheat grown on 
the place. 

The expanded horse breeding program 
has required the farm to build a yearling 
barn and convert a tobacco barn into a 
horse barn. 

Hay and straw for the yearling barn is 
kept in a semi-detached concrete block 
building. to eliminate fire hazard. More 

paddocks have been laid out for the horses. 
Water at Shawnee is furnished by two

large springs. and a spring-fed creek at 
the lower part of the farm. 

Mr. end Mrs. Poe and Dr. Hill make up 
the mating lists. with Mr. Kenney’s advice. 
Dr. Hill sees that the mares are bred, the 
foals are delivered, the feed is grown, the 
fences are built, and so on. Mr. Kenney 
and Dr. Hill will combine their talents at 
seliing the yearlings, although the former 
probably will be a little shy about ad- 
vising a man who can collect a down pay- 
ment on calves before they are even born.

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Tobacco barn at Shawnee Farm, remodeled to accommodate horses. 
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Derby, Preakness, and Belmont Nominees 


With the release on March 15 of the 
nominees for the Kentucky Derby, the 
list of possible starters is virtually com- 
plete for America’s 1952 Triple Crown 
events—the 114-mile Kentucky Derby, the 
1,4;-mile Preakness Stakes, and the 114- 
mile Belmont Stakes. More entries may 
be named for the Preakness by April 15, 
when the supplementary nominations close. 

The Kentucky Derby, to be run on May 
3, attracted 167 nominees. Scheduled for 
May 17, the Preakness drew 87 nomina- 
tions. Nominees totalled 125 for the Bel- 
mont Stakes, which is to be raced on 
June 7. A total of 232 3-year-olds were 
listed for the three races. The Derby and 
the Belmont Stakes will each have $100.- 
000 added, and the Preakness has $75,000 
in added money. 


The accompanying list of the 232 nomi- 
nees includes 86 horses named for the 
Derby alone, 16 for the Preakness alone, 
and 13 for the Belmont alone. There were 
five horses named for the Derby-Preakness, 
31 for the Derby-Belmont, 23 for the 
Preakness-Belmont. and 42 for the Derby- 
Preakness-Belmont. 


Miss Classic, Murruba, Helen Mar, and 
Bloom are the fillies nominated for the 
Derby. Bloom is owned by Mrs. Louis J. 
Herrmann, a daughter of the late Col. 
Matt J. Winn, the Derby’s head man for 
many years. The filly is the first horse 
ever nominated for the Derby by a mem- 
ber of Colonel Winn’s family. No fillies 
were named for the Preakness, and only 
one, Goddess, is listed among the Belmont 
nominees. Geldings are not eligible for 
the Belmont. 


Among the more prominent of the 3- 
year-olds named for all three events are 
Tom Fool. which topped the Experimental 
Free Handicap for 2-year-olds of 1951; 
Hill Gail, winner of the Santa Anita Der- 
by: Charlie McAdam and Blue Man. 
which won the two sections of the Fla- 
mingo Stakes; Gushing Oil, winner of the 
Louisiana Derby; and three others— 
Cousin, Primate, and Armageddon—which 
were high on the Experimental Handicap 
list. *Windy City II has been nominated 
for the Derby only. Three other European 
stakes winners have been listed: *Olympic 
in the Derby and the Belmont; *King’s 
Bench in the Preakness; and *Stackallen 
Bridge in the Derby. 

In the accompanying list, the nominees 
are listed alphabetically by owners. After 
the name of the horse, the races for which 
he was nominated are shown in pa- 
rentheses, as (D) for Derby, (P) for 
Preakness. (B) for Belmont Stakes. Stakes 
winners of 1951 are indicated by dots (®).

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Delaware Park Stakes 


Delaware Park’s 33 day meeting, May 
29 through July 5, features the $50,000- 
added New Castle Handicap at a mile and 
a quarter for fillies and mares three years 
old and upward. The only stakes event on 
the $240,000 stakes program with an 
added-money of less than $10,000 is the 
Delaware Spring Maiden Steeplechase, for 
which the $5,000 added money is set by 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt As- 
sociation.

AIKEN, S. C. 


According to published reports, the A- 
bomb altered Hiroshima to a point where 
people who had been away for a week or 
so could hardly recognize the place when 
they came back. According to verbal re- 
ports in Florida and elsewhere, the H- 
bomb had done as much for Aiken. There 
is a hydrogen bomb plant somewhere 
around—lI did not look for it because I 
do not want any hydrogen bombs—which 
employs some 15,000 people, and it was 
freely reported that this had changed 
Aiken beyond belief, and that from a 
sleepy lovely Southern town it had become 
a very thriving and unlivable community, 
with nothing but money. 
This. I am happy to say, is a campaign 
lie. Aiken is still Aiken, just as unhurried, 
just as friendly, just as charming as it 
ever was. What the H-bomb may do to it 
in time I don’t know; it hasn't done 
it yet. I had heard tales of tangled traffic, 
but the traffic was about as usual. It had 
been said that you couldn’t get horses 
across the road for the automobiles, but 
not a horse has been run over yet. Quite 
possibly there have been some economic 
changes, but they don’t show on the sur- 
face. The magnolias still wave, and uni- 
dentified birds still sing in them. Instead of 
being spoiled, Aiken has, as usual, spoiled 
me. 
Trainers have their preferences regard- 
ing the Carolina training centers, but there 
is civic rivalry among Columbia, Camden, 
and Aiken. and even Holly Hill is getting 
into the argument. because it is a won- 
derful place to hide a horse, as Rube Wil- 
liams can testify, and drop him on an un- 
suspecting personnel at Jamaica at 20 to 1. 
But no one allowed out without a leash 
could dispute that the plant which Fred 
Post and his son William Post have shaped 
at Aiken is the most delightful for people. 
The training strip itself is an excellent 
and indestructible one. After a vicious. 
pounding rain which lasted most of the 
night. Tea-Maker. carrying his nine years 
like a flag. worked a quarter in :25 over 
it. “He's an old horse.” Dolly Byers com- 
mented, “Surely Mr. Campbell will let 
him in the Paumonok under something 
like 112 pounds.” The fields behind him 
were awash from the rain, and little frogs 
were croaking, like a chorus from Aristo- 
phanes. At the mention of 112 pounds 
they hushed momentarily. 


The Carolina Training Scene: 


All Is Going Well at Aiken 


CENTER. The gathering of news at 
Aiken is an onerous task. You sit in the 
trainers’ stand at the finish line. A big 
handsome chestnut colt works’ past. and 
you see whose watch clicks. “The Pimper- 
nel,” says Mr. Byers, and before he can be 
asked the time volunteers the information 
that he rode *Azucar over 12 fences at 
Belmont and the horse hit 11 of them, and 
was thereupon sold to Fred Alger, for 
whom he won th? first Santa Anita Handi- 
cap. 

John Gaver. who had got six furlongs in 
1:1625 out of Tom Fool the day before. 
appeared in the stand, and this reminded 
somebody of a circumstance earlier in 
the winter. Mrs. Gaver had had a serious 
operation on one day. and on the next 
Tom Fool had got loose on the track and 
had jumped a hedge. Mr. Gaver. it was 
reported, had borne his fortune with equan- 
imity. The equanimity could have been 
heard for three furlongs. 

Bobby Dotter showed up with a set. 
and a chestnut lead pony. “Best horse he’s 
got.” said a man. “Hey. Bobby. What’s 
the name of that pony?” 

“Big Flash.” said Mr. Dotter. “He won 
the Derby at Hollywood Park a few years 
back.” 


You see how tough this is. 


PROMISES. Across the road Joe Kra- 
mer was getting out a set of the Brook- 
meade horses. The part of the stable at 
Aiken is made up almost entirely of 2- 
year-olds. Last year Brookmeade got rid 
of 31 horses. either by private sale or by 
claiming. to make room for this crop. One 
of the best is a bay colt named County 
Clare. by *Shannon II—Step Wisely. and 
another that has tried well is First Aid. 
by *Bernborough—Humane. Then there 
was Pasco. a bay colt by *Rico Monte— 
Lea Lark. 

It seemed there was quite an assortment 
of foreign sires in the lot. “What about 
this one?” said Mr. Kramer. indicating a 
chestnut which had joined the set. “He’s 
by *Vezzano. out of *Adversaria. They 
say she won some of those long races in 
Argentina. The colt is named Foe. and I 
guess he’s an experiment-—an Italian sire 
out of a South American mare.” The better 
native-breds in the lot included a brother 
to Picador (Bull Lea—Bonnet Ann). and 
Blue Law. a colt by Shut Out—L’Oiseau 
Bleu. 


DERBY CHOICE. One barn away Put 
Out was walking in the ring in front of 
Oleg Dubassoffs stable. He is a chestnut 
colt, one of those solidly built ones, by 
Shut Out—Cocopet. and of course you re- 
member what a game little mare Cocopet 
was. Put Out did not win any stakes last 
year, but he was second in the Champagne 
and the East View. The stable thinks he 
could have won the East View (Tom Fool 
did win it), with better racing luck. He 
had to go around a lot of horses to get 


clear for the drive, and he was closing fast. 


at the end. The third horse in that race, 
by the way, was Risque Rouge. which Max 
Hirsch is training at Columbia. It’s an 
outside chance this far away. of course, 
but the three of them might meet again at 
Churchill Downs, come next May.-Put Out 
is probably the most advanced of the 
three, having just done a “handy” mile, 
while neither of the others has gone more 
than six furlongs. 

The stable includes one comparative 
novelty, a Massachusetts-bred. This is a 
2-year-old, Cedar Jungle, bred and owned 
by Bayard Tuckerman, of Westport, Mass. 
He’s by Director J. E—-Wanna Hygro, 
and he’s got speed, they say. 

The stable has two foals out of Johns 
Dear. One is Coveted. a 4-year-old which 
won his last two races last year and then 
chipped a sesamoid in a breeze at Sara- 
toga, and the other is Toulouse, a 2-year- 
old by Count Fleet, considered good but 
maybe slow to develop. 

There are two sisters, too, out of *Lola 
Montez II, a mare which has produced 
Phiblant and other good horses over jumps. 
The 3-year-old is Nova Luna (both are 
by New Moon), and is to hurdle. The 2- 
year-old is Minnie Moon. Both are gray. 
spotted with white patches a little larger 
than a dollar, and it would be hard to 
tell one from the other. Minnie Moon is 
expected to go somewhere. “This mare’s 
other foals have won stakes in the field.” 
the stable foreman remarked. “This one is 
going to win them on the flat.” 

Nice thing to know. 


The Scott family of Lexington has a 
unique interest in the 1952 Kentucky 
Derby. Harrie B. Scott Sr. is the breeder 
of Hannibal and Flaming Fleet: his son 
H. B. Scott Jr. is the breeder of Sky Ship. 
winner of the Florida Derby; and Dan W. 
Scott. another son, is the breeder of Gush- 
ing Oil. Louisiana Derby winner. All four 
horses are Kentucky Derby nominees.

South Carolina, a land of palmettos, 
pines, peaches. pulpwood, and _ polo-every- 
Sunday. is also a favorite winter training 
ground of Thoroughbreds. At Aiken, on 
the wide expanse originally developed by 
W. C. Whitney, about 260 horses are just 
before moving out to pounce on the early 
races at Jamaica. At Columbia the Fair 
Grounds stalls housed a capacity popula- 
tion of 201 during the winter. At Camden, 
on the estate owned by Mrs. Marion du 
Pont Scott, there were perhaps another 
hundred. 


The Aiken Trials—a day-long series of 
short races in which there is no prize ex- 
cept the demonstrated promise of prizes 
to come—for years have been an estab- 
lished feature of the week just before the 
springtime departure for the North. They 
were to be held Wednesday of this week, 
March 19. 


This year the rival training center at 
Columbia instituted the “first annual meet- 
ing of the Palmetto Trials,” at the Fair 
Grounds course which from November 
until May is under lease to Mrs. Tad 
Legere and Dr. Porter Caughman Jr. The 
trials, held March 15, were sponsored by 
the Junior League of Columbia, and. 
largely because of the energetic promotion 
of these young women, attracted a crowd 
of about 3,000, nearly all of whom lasted 
out the entire program of seven races while 
a near-freezing wind did its best to drive 
them indoors. 


The Junior League, here as elsewhere 
a provocative and pioneering force in com- 
munity life, collected the gate receipts and 
added them to its fund in support of its 
busy school of speech correction. The pro- 
gram was worked out in co-operation with 
Mrs. Legere, Dr. Caughman, and their 
tenants, and Albert Capuano, the track 
superintendent, had worked hard to put 
the track in top condition. 


Max Hirsch is the trainer with the 
sweetest songs concerning the salubrity 
of the Columbia climate, and he has a 
couple of Kentucky Derby winners, As- 
sault and Middleground, to bear him wit- 
ness. He also has the largest group of 
horses on the grounds; in the trials he 
had more runners than any other trainer, 
winning four of the seven races and finish- 
ing one-two in three of them. “And did 
you ever see better racing anywhere?” 
he wanted to know. 


The first four races were for 2-year-olds 
at a quarter-mile. King Ranch’s Polynesian 
—-Sun Lady colt was first, the same owner’s 


Wahoo. by Eight Thirty—P T Boat. sec- 
ond. and Solman Stable’s Stieve Boy. by 
*This England—Willet, third. 


Philip Godfrey’s Mate—Tea Leaves 
filly. trained by J. Considine, outran a 
group of her sex in the second test. Harry 
Isaacs’ Brookfield Stable was second and 


third with Itsmay and I Salute. both 
daughters of Brookfield. 
Brookfield Farm’s If I (Brookfield— 


Crystal Maze) beat a group of colts in 
the third race, with Blenheim Farm’s son 
of *Mahmoud—Reaping Time second and 
Brookfield’s Isasmoothie (Rosemont—Blue 
Line) third. E. Kelly trains the Brookfield 


horses. 


Only two fillies came out for the fourth 
race. the Rose Jet. named in honor of 
Maine Chance Farm’s star performer of 
1951, but they made it one of the day’s 
best. Jonabell Farm’s home-bred Incarna- 
tion (War Relic—Dark Display) beat 
Philip Godfrey’s Quick Reward—Blue 
Fort filly by a length in the fastest quarter 
of the afternoon, 2325 seconds. 


After the race Rose Jet herself. looking 
quite fit. was led in front of the stands 
and presented with an armful of roses. 
She showed a healthy interest, but Trainer 
Hirsch allowed her to eat only one of 
them. 


The Assault. for 3-year-olds at a half- 
mile, just missed being a dead heat. J. 
Gavegnano’s Ghost Raider. trained by T. 
J. Barry. got the nod over G. F. Strick- 
land’s home-bred One Miss. with Tamar- 
ack Stables’ Pink Gin third. 

A group of four horses, programmed as 
“The Derby Candidates.” were given a 
workout between races. with King Ranch’s 
Risque Rouge narrowly beating Brook- 
field Farm’s Inyureye and two other King 
Ranchers. High Seud and Armagh. close 
behind. (Mr. Isaacs was confident he had 
nominated Inyureye for the Kentucky 
Derby. but the list of nominations does not 
include his name.) 


Mrs. Edward Lasker (Jane Greer) sat 
in the front row and, between autographs, 
watched her Hull Down win the Gover- 
nor’s Handicap, for 4-year-olds and up, 
over five furlongs. King Ranch’s Mazinga 
was beaten a length. and Mr. Strickland’s 
Head Stream was third in the five-horse 


field. 


The last race, for 3-year-olds and up at 
five-eighths. saw King Ranch finish one- 
two with Sonic and Tilly Rose. with about 
a half-length between them. Mr. Strick- 
land’s Devilkin was third. 


There were other things. including a 
mule race and some kilted bagpipers from 
the Eighth Division at Fort Jackson. but 
the man on the desk has warned there is 
no space left.

Jimmy pointed out how the optional claim- 
ing races must have helped form at Santa 
Anita. “I remember a case not too long 
ago,” he said, “where a horse was claimed 
four or five times in rather quick succes- 
sion. Each new trainer thought he could 
improve the horse by giving him a ‘ball,’ 
and so he did. You can imagine the condi- 
tion of the horse by the time the season 
was over.” 

It stands to reason that a horse is going 
to do better if he remains in one barn, with 
a trainer who has had time to understand 
him, and there is not much doubt but that 
Mr. Kilroe is right. There were only 28 
claims during the 50-day Santa Anita meet- 
ing. Skippy Toubo, at $10,000, was the 
highest claim of the season, with Sugar 
Sample going for $9,000. Skippy Toubo 
did not win after he was claimed, and 
Sugar Sample did not win at all, if that 
proves anything. 

There was another thing about the 
Santa Anita season I liked especially well. 
That was the idea of splitting virtually all 
the stakes, and running a total of 29 
during the season. I checked with John 
D. Hertz, and he still thinks it was one 
of the smartest moves Santa Anita has ever 
made. Mr. Hertz did not win any of the 
stakes this winter, but he likes the idea 
very much, anyway. 

He feels that it helps the breeder by 
making more stakes winners, and it helps 
in public relations because the newspapers 
generally feature stories about stakes win- 
ners, and the fans, in turn, come out to 
see them run. Of course, it has another 
important effect, too. It spreads the money 
around among twice as many stables, and 
that is always a good thing for racing. 

There was no question at all about the 
best horse at Santa Anita this winter. It 
was Brookfield Farm’s Intent, a_ good- 
sized chestnut son of War Relic and Liz F. 


He started seven times during the meeting. 
and won $181,075, which is more than any 
other horse has ever earned during a sea- 
son at Santa Anita. Intent won the Ma- 
turity Stakes and the San Juan Capistrano. 
and finished first in the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap although he had to settle for second 
money. His jockey, trying to cinch a race 
he could not have lost if he had gone on 
about his business, was responsible for 
Intent’s disqualification. Anyway, he was 
second in the San Antonio and Malibu 
Sequet—beaten a nose by Phil D. each 
time—and he was third in the San Fer- 
nando Stakes and in an overnight race 
that marked his first start at Santa Anita. 

In his seven races at Santa Anita, he 
ran on “off” tracks four times. It is inter- 
esting that he lost his first race by running 
along the outside rail all the way around 
the track, and was equipped with a severe 
run-out bit in all his other starts. After his 
victory in the San Juan Capistrano, Trainer 
Buddy Hirsch said Intent no longer needs 
the run-out bit. “He has settled down now, 
knows what he has to do, and I am sure 
he would run just as well without it,” 
Hirsch said. 

Buddy set a new record for trainers at 
Santa Anita by saddling the winners of 
$309,850. His horses won four of the big 
stakes, plus 13 other races. In the balloting 
for trainer honors, Bill Winfrey of Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s stable was second choice of 
the Turf writers. 

Johnny Longden and Willie Shoemaker 
finished the season in a tie for the jockey 
lead with 47 winners each, although Eddie 
Arcaro, who left a week before the meet- 
ing closed, was voted the champion rider. 
Arcaro rode the winners of nine of the 
rich stakes. 

Calumet Farm’s Hill Gail, which is Ken- 
tucky Derby bound with Ben A. Jones, 
was voted the best 3-year-old on the 
strength of his triumph over *Windy City 
II in the Santa Anita Derby. Actually, the 
colts met three times. and the Irish star 
won two of the races. But Hill Gail gal- 
loped to a four-length victory when the 
chips were down. Clifford Mooers’ Last 
Greetings, which started in two stakes and 
won both, was the ° aiding 3-year-old filly. 

Bed o° Roses won every vote as the top 
filly or mare, with second-place honors 
going to her stablemate, Next Move. In 
the 2-year-old division So Regards, unbeat- 
en in two starts, was voted the leader, fol- 


lowed by Speedy Ace. Haunted, and Boo 
Who. The latter made quite an impression 
on clockers. He won his only start of the 
meeting, but he worked exceptionally well 
and Rex Ellsworth had some pretty fancy 
offers for the *Khaled colt. At last re. 
ports he was holding out for $75.000 for 
Boo Who. 

Champion sprinter of the season was 
Greentree stable’s Guillotine, which gave 
away weight even though he did not win 
them all. And the best claiming horse was 
the old favorite, Bullet Proof. He won four 
races at the meeting. 

As predicted at the start of the season, 
attendance and wagering were both ’way 
up. Total attendance was 1.327.496, an 
increase of 11.6 per cent over last year. 
The daily average crowd was 26,549. Ag- 
gregate handle for the season was $91,- 
869,247, for a daily average of $1,837,385 
and a 20.04 per cent increase over last 
year. It was a remarkable season con- 
sidering the miserable weather during the 
early part of the meeting. 

With a handle of 90-million plus. Santa 
Anita is going to have to raise purses 
even higher next year. In fact, they have 
started already. Just before the running 
of the San Juan Capistrano, Dr. Charles 
H. Strub announced that beginning next 
winter the value of the race will be $100,- 
000 added. It is an extremely smart move. 
It gives Santa Anita four $100,000 races, 
and makes the San Juan Capistrano one 
of the nation’s outstanding marathon 
events. 

Presumably there will be a gap of two 
weeks next winter between the running of 
the Santa Anita Handicap and the San 
Juan Capistrano, which traditionally closes 
the season. Very probably the Derby will 
be fitted into the stakes schedule between 
those two races. Those are plans that will 
be worked out later. 

I think this was a Santa Anita meeting 
that will be well remembered a long time; 
I think it was one of the best. 


VIRGINIA GOLD CUP 


The 27th renewal of the Virginia Gold 
Cup Races will be held on April 12 at 
Martin Vogel Jr.’s Broad View near War- 
renton, Va. The feature of the meeting 
will be the Virginia Gold Cup at four 
miles over timber fences. Other races on 
the schedule are the Virginia Steeplechase, 
a handicap for 4-year-olds and upward at 
about two miles; the Broad View, an allow- 
ance race over brush for 4-year-olds and 
upward; two hurdle races. and one flat 
race. 


Horses owned by the late King George 
VI of England will run this year under the 
colors of the Duke of Norfolk. Queen 
Elizabeth II probably will not appear 
officially as the owner until next year.

By running seven furlongs in one-fifth of a second 
slower than Gulfstream Park’s track record of 
1:2236, Eatontown won the fourth running of the 
Horning Handicap. It was the first time that the 
race was run under stakes conditions. Carolyn K 
Stable’s Whiffenpoof, carrying the top weight of 
115 pounds, led for the first half-mile, followed 
closely by Eatontown. Nearing the stretch, Eaton- 
town went to the front and stayed there to win by 
a length. Easy Whirl and Roman Fair moved up 
from back in the field for the stretch run, and 
Easy Whirl was just able to keep his nose in 
front of the fast closing Roman Fair, which finished 
3% lengths ahead of Whiffenpoof. Eatontown and 
Easy Whirl each carried 118 pounds; Roman Fair 
was under 112 pounds. 


Foaled on May 11, 1946, at F. Wallis Armstrong 
Jr..s Meadowview Farms near Moorestown, N. J., 
Eatontown was sold in the 1947 Saratoga Sales for 
$7,500. He was bought from the Meadowview Farms 
consignment by Mrs. Alfred Roberts, his present 
owner, who named him for her home town in New 
Jersey. At two he was second in the New Jersey 
Futurity, the Mayflower and the Homebred Stakes, 
and was third in the William Penn Stakes. As a 
3-year-old of 1949, Eatontown placed second in the 
Lamplighter and the Saranac Handicaps, and was 
third in the Select Handicap. In 1950 he won his 
first stakes. The 4-year-old son of *Easton accounted 
for the Hialeah Inaugural Handicap and was third 
in the Palm Beach Handicap. In 1951, Eatontown 
made one start in January and then was stricken 
with an intestinal malady. An operation saved his 
life, and he rounded out the year with two starts 
at Tropical Park, one of which he won. This year 
he has made eight starts. His last race before the 
Horning Handicap was the Gulfstream Park In- 
augural Handicap, in which he was second to 
Tripoli. 

Eatontown is the first stakes winner of the year 
for his sire, *Easton, which is owned by Mr. and
